Miss Winifred Black has replaced Mrs. Allen and 
Mr. Daniel Toto has just replaced Mr. Couturier as of 
February 1, 1961. Mr. Ernest Ratten was added to the 
staff. This relieves Mr. Cosgrove of all teaching duties 
and gives him more time to devote to supervision, guid- 
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ance and the many administrative details involved in 
the principalship of a modern high school. 


Many books were purchased for the different school 
libraries this year. Audio-visual equipment was pur- 
chased to be available for all three schools. New type- 
writers, both electric and manual, were purchased.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 
Unity for the Year 1960 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the 
health of individuals and families living in a community. 
An organized program for public health is one that offers 
those individuals and families every possible chance of 
living and enjoying life, free from the handicaps of 
preventable disease and disability. In more formal terms, 
the objective of a public health program is to bring to all 
the people the benefits of modern medical and related 
sciences including the care and rehabilitation of the 
sick and disabled, the promotion of healthful living, and 
the prevention and control of disease. 


A number of people are involved in the attaining of 
this objective. All together they make up a “health 
team’’. The public health nurse is an essential member 
of this team. She shares in planning and action with other 
workers in the fields of health, education, and welfare; 
with physicians, hospitals, clinics; with school personnel; 
with citizen groups. One of her important functions is 
coordination with the others involved to provide public 
health services to individuals, families, and community. 
Citizens of the community are also essential members of 
the health team. Alert to the health needs of their 
community, taking their share of responsibility to meet 
these needs, their contribution as health workers is 
indispensable to the effectiveness of the public health 
program. A vital, dynamic, working “health team” in 
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the local community strengthens the public health not 
only of that community, but also of the State and the 
Nation. 


The following is a brief summary of public health 
nursing services in 1960: 


The monthly Child Health Conference continues to 
give supervision to infants and preschool children in Unity 
and the surrounding towns. This service is very valuable 
especially to families in the out lying areas. 


At present the School Health Program includes 
physical examinations for second, fifth and ninth grade 
students and all others participating in sports. Urine 
tests are also done on these students. 


Individual hearing tests were done on all students in 
1959-1960 to give us an overall picture of the student 
group. Annually, it is planned to test only those students 
entering school, transfers, and referrals from school 
personnel. 


1 Polio clinic was held in 1960 mainly to complete 
the protection for those children who started their 
innoculations late. 


In 1961, all school children are due ‘“‘booster’’ shots 
to keep up their immunity against diphtheria, smallpox 
and tetanus. 


The Health Program in Unity is especially heavy, 
and I wish to thank all the community members, without 
whose help, it would be impossible to accomplish.

In accordance with Chapter 90-A, Revised Statutes 
of 1954, an audit has been conducted of the financial 
records of the Town of Unity for the fiscal year ended 
February 16, 1960. 

The examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards that pertain to 
governmental accounting and was conducted by Auditor 
C. G. Hawes of the State Department of Audit. 

The audit analysis was on a basis consistent with 
that of the preceding year, and included such tests of 
the accounting records and other auditing procedures as 
were considered necessary in the circumstances. 

The financial and statistical sections, incorporated 
in this report, present the results of the Town’s financial 
operations for the period indicated.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF UNITY 


February 17, 1959 to February 16, 1960 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Unity has been completed for the fiscal year ended 
February 16, 1960. The audit consisted of an examination 
of the records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and other municipal! officials. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expend- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following text, 
exhibits and schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net 
unexpended departmental balance lapsed amounted to 


$4,013.70, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $5,643.51 
Overdrafts 1,629.81 
Net Unexpended Balances $4,013.70 


The unappropriated balance of excise tax revenue, 
the excess of overlay over abatements and the unexpended 
balance in the snow removal account were the major 
factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. 
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ASSETS 


The general fund cash balance of $16,530.87 was 
verified by reconciliation of a statement furnished by the 
Federal Trust Company, Unity, Maine. 


Accounts receivable of $104.01 included for the most 
part 1959 excise tax collections which were remitted to 
the town on March 8, 1960. 


Taxes receivable totaling $3,275.61 consisted prin- 
cipally of unpaid current year accounts of $3,181.48. 
The balance of $94.18 represented uncollected 1958 taxes. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$679.97 and $317.15 respectively. 


SURPLUS 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $20,907.61, 
an increase of $6,433.16 for the year. The change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance lapsed and the proceeds from sale of 
town property. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Trust fund principals totaled $15,111.73 and unex- 
pended income amounted to $1,357.79. The trust funds 
are invested in U. S. Treasury Bonds of $7,000.00 and 
time and demand deposits totaling $9,469.52. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


The departmental operating accounts showed a 
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decease of $6,784.03 in funds raised by taxation as com- 
pared with the preceding year. Smaller appropriations 
for education and debt retirement were the major factors 
responsible for the decrease. 


Excise tax revenue of $6,866.00 was used for various 
highway activities as authorized by vote of the towns- 
people. 


GENERAL 


The note obligation of $10,800.00 at the start of the 
fiscal year has been assumed by School Administrative 
District No. 8, and thereby eliminated as a liability of 
the town. This community Building - Gymnasium con- 
struction note is held by the First National Bank of 
Belfast, Maine. 


In the course of the examination an inventory was 
taken of 1960 excise tax receipt books, and it was 
ascertained that books containing Receipts 401 to 425, 
426 to 450 and 626 to 650 could not be located. Every 
effort should be made to get these receipt books into the 
hands of the new excise tax collector before the next 
audit period. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. 


The cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of 
statements furnished by the depository or by direct bank 
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confirmation. External verifications were utilized, on a 
test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets. 


Trust fund transactions were examined and invest- 
ments verified by direct bank confirmation andjor actual 
inspection. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks were examined for a select- 
ed period. Excise tax collections for the current year were 
verified with copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector. Surety bond coverage was reviewed. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, 
the accompanying statements and supporting information 
present fairly the financial position of the town at 
February 16, 1960, and the results of its operations for 
the year then ended.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
For the Year 1961 


The general purpose of public health nursing is to 
help people and the community as a whole to achieve 
and maintain optimal health. Your public health nurse 
carries out this purpose by giving preventive, therapeutic, 
and rehabilitative services to individuals and families in 
their homes; through health services in schools; and 
through organized community programs for prevention 
of illness and promotion of health. 

A summary of public health nursing services given 
in the Town of Unity during the year 1961 follows: 

Eleven child health conferences were held in 1961 
with a total attendance of 315. In 1962 the Towns of 
Unity, Troy, Thorndike, Knox and Freedom will coordi- 
nate their child health conferences. For this purpose a 
group of representatives from these towns was organized. 
Hach member of the group has been trained to do some 
of the tasks which do not require professional personnel. 
Hearing and vision testing of school children; assistance 
with school physical examinations; recording data, and 
staffing the child health conference service are some 
of the duties of this group, duties which they have per- 
formed enthusiastically and ably. In the school physical 
examination program, over 200 students received com- 
plete medical examinations, including urine tests for 
sugar and albumin. 

Also a school immunization program was held in 
the spring. One hundred and three vaccinated against 
smallpox and 219 booster shots against diphtheria and 
‘tetanus were given, and 84 completed polio protection. 
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Our plans for 1962 include a polio immunization 
clinic to give all children their fifth or booster shot, as 
recommended every two years; strengthening and broad- 
ening our newly organized local health group; and 
continuing the child health conference and school pro- 
gram. 

Years have passed since first the public health nurse 
and community joined hands for promoting better health 
within our jurisdiction. As we look backward, we see, 
from a very slow start, the combined effort has been 
worthwhile. Today with our broader facilities, improved 
means of communication and transportation, we really 
can feel a measure of accomplishment. This could only 
have come about through our faith in each other and our 
ability to work together. I am proud to have been a mem- 
ber of your team.

R. G. Redman of the State Department of Audit. 

The audit analysis was on a basis consistent with 
that of the preceding year, and included such tests of 
the accounting records and other auditing procedures as 
were considered necessary in the circumstances. 

The financial and statistical sections, incorporated 
in this report, present the results of the Town’s financial 
operations for the period indicated.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Unity has been completed for the fiscal year ended 
February 16, 1961. The audit consisted of an examina- 
tion of the records maintained by the Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector and other municipal officials. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net 
unexpended departmental balance lapsed amounted to 
$7,064.19, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $8,002.54 
Overdrafts 938.35 
Net Unexpended Balance $7,064.19 


The unappropriated balance of excise tax revenue, 
the overlay and unexpended balances in the sidewalk 
and snow removal accounts were the major factors 
contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompany- 
ing financial statements and to the scope of audit. 

ASSETS i ites. cae The general fund cash balance of 
$22,963.19 was on deposit in the Federal Trust Company, 
Unity, Maine at February 16, 1961. 

Accounts receivable amounted to $97.86 and rep- 
resented principally reimbursable expenditures for a 
welfare case of an other municipality and excise tax 
collections which were remitted to the town after close 
of the books. 
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Taxes receivable. totaling $2,435.46 consisted of 
unpaid current year taxes. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$543.75 and $221.95 respectively. 

DPA BILITIES..........<. A short term loan of $2,000.00 
was authorized and issued to finance the purchase of a 
dump site. This obligation had been paid at audit date. 
The accounts payable item of $3.00 represents monies 
due the town treasurer for bounties. 

SURPLUG......The unappropriated surplus amounted 
to $24,259.21, an increase of $3,351.60 for the year. This 
change was occasioned principally by the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed and the gain in sale of tax 
acquired property, less authorized appropritaions for 
various purposes and the proceeds from a note issued. 

A ibs ELEN DS vie. scess Trust fund principals totaled 
$15,411.73 and unexpended income amounted to $1,732- 
.16. The trust funds are invested in U. S. Treasury Bonds 
of $7,000.00 and deposits totaling $10,143.89 in various 
banks. 

DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS..The departmental 
accounts showed an increase of $2,519.03 in funds raised 
by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. Larger 
appropriations for highway and education accounts were 
the principal factors contributing to the change. 

GENERAL........ Appropriations from surplus and the 
use of excise tax revenue for various purposes were 
authorized by the townspeople at the annual town meet- 
ing. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Count of cash was made and records 
checked to determine the accuracy of recording cash 
transactions. 
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Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of 
bank statements furnished by the depository. Verifica- 
tions were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the 
correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 

Trust fund transactions were examined and invest- 
ments verified by direct bank confirmation andlor actual 
inspection. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and cancelled checks were examined for a 
selected period. Excise tax collections were verified with 
the copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 
Surety bond coverage was reviewed. 

In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, 
the accompanying statements and supporting information 
present fairly the financial position of the town at Feb- 
ruary 16, 1961, and the results of its operations for the 
year then ended.
